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PETITION UNDER 37 C.F.R. 1.181 

Applicants hereby file a Petition Under 37 C.F.R. 1.181 to correct the name of 
inventor Mr. Jack Kennedy, listed in the international appUcation no. PCT/US99/13592, 
to Mr. John Kennedy. Applicants note that in the May 5, 2003 Decision on Applicants 
Third Renewed Petition Under 37 CFR 1.47(a), the PCT Examiner (James Thomson) 
urged Applicants to file the instant petition under 37 CFR 1.181 for the following 
reasons. See attached May 5, 2003 Decision. This Petition is therefore believed to be 
timely filed. The fee required imder 37 C.F.R. 1.17(h) is enclosed. 

In the May 5, 2003 Decision on Apphcants Third Renewed Petition Under 37 
CFR 1.47(a) to accept nafional stage filing PCT/US99/13592 (i.e., U.S. Appl. No. 
09/786,305), Applicants demonstrated and it was held that inventor Mr. Daniels refiised 
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to join in the application. Accordingly, the requirements under 37 CFR 1.47 had been 
satisfied with respect to Mr. Daniels. 

In addition, the Decision on Applicants Third Renewed Petition Under 37 CFR 
1.47 (a) held that Applicants had demonstrated that a diligent effort had been made to 
locate Mr. Kennedy, another co-inventor. Accordingly, it was held that the requirements 
had been satisfied under 37 CFR. 1.47 with respect to Mr. Kennedy. 

However, the PCX Examiner did correctly note that there was a discrepancy in 
this case. Specifically, the PCX Examiner observed that the international publication 
listed the name of Mr. Kennedy as Mr. Jack J. Kennedy, while the declaration submitted 
on November 8, 2001 in the national stage application listed Mr. Kennedy as Mr. John J. 
Kennedy. Accordingly, the PCX Examiner urged Applicants to file the instant petition 
under 37 C.F.R. 1.181 if the international publication was incorrect. 

Applicants note that the international publication was incorrect, but only i n the 
sense that it identified Mr. Jack J. Kennedy of 920 Irving, Royal Oak, Michigan 48067 as 
Mr. Jack J. Kennedy, due to the fact the name "Jack" is the nickname of Mr. Kennedy. 
See attached copy of face page of international publication. With that in mind. 
Applicants note that in the declaration submitted on November 8, 2001, Mr. Kennedy's 
formal name was correctly written as Mr. John J. Kennedy of 920 Irving, Royal Oak, 
Michigan 48067. 

In s upport o f t he a bove, A pplicants a ttach h ereto a c opy o f t he P CX P ower o f 
Attorney that apparently was the cause of the confusion in this case, wherein Mr. 
Kennedy's nickname had been typed in as Mr. Jack J. Kennedy of 920 Irving, Royal Oak, 
Michigan, 48067. It can be seen that Mr. Kennedy himself corrected this matter and 
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inserted the name "John" for "Jack", and signed as Mr. John J. Kennedy of 920 Irving, 
Royal Oak, Michigan, 48067. However, the PCT/US99/13592 published with the 
nickname Jack J. Kennedy, and the source of confusion was bom. 

The above being the case, AppUcants thereby submit this Petition under 37 C.F.R. 
1.181 as urged by the PCT Examiner, and request that the Commissioner hold that name 
of Mr. Jack J. Kennedy that appears in the international publication is incorrect (i.e. it is 
the nickname of Mr. John J. Kennedy), and that this national stage application U.S. 
09/786,305 be. allowed to proceed to examination on the merits.

BACKGROUND 



On 29 August 2002, a decision dismissing applicants' petition under 37 CFR 
1 .47(a) was mailed for failing to meet all of the requirements. 

On 29 January 2003, applicants filed the instant renewed petition which was 
accompanied by, inter alia, a three-month extension request and extension fee, and 
copies of several pages of an internet search for one of the nonsigning co-inventors. 



DISCUSSION 



In this third renewed petition, counsel clarifies that with respect to Mr. Daniels, 
applicants seeks acceptance for filing under 37 CFR 1 .47 because Mr. Daniels "has 
refused to sign." 3d. Ren. Pet. at H 2. 

Counsel has detailed all of the facts concerning the alleged refusal by Mr. 
Daniels including stating that a copy of the specification, claims and drawings were sent 
to Mr. Daniels and that he was contacted by phone and asked if he would review the 
application papers but that he refused. Id- at # 2. Counsel asserts that he has direct 
knowledge of the alleged refusal by Mr. Daniels. Counsel claims that he again tried to 
have Mr. Daniels review the application papers by sending the complete application to 
his last known address. However, the mail was forwarded to another address and 
finally the mail was returned to counsel unopened. Counsel maintains that "Mr. Daniels 
had apparently moved again and elected not to provide a fonA/arding address." Id. at 
#3. 
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This is sufficient to sfiow a refusal by Mr. Daniels. His last home address will be 
changed to reflect the updated information to:

With regard to the inability to locate Mr. Kennedy, in the renewed petition 
counsel detailed the facts used to contact Mr. Kennedy including performing another 
internet search using other possible name combinations including Jack J. Kennedy 
(which is the name listed on the international publication ("WO 99/65738") for 
PCT/US99/13592. These statements and the documentary evidence provided are 
sufficient to prove that a diligent effort was made to locate Mr. Kennedy. 

Therefore, item (2) of 37 CFR 1 .47(a) is now satisfied. 

However, applicants have not addressed the problem with Mr. Kennedy's first 
name outlined in the 29 August 2002 decision. The international publication lists the 
name of Mr. Kennedy as Jack J. Kennedy while the declaration submitted 08 November 
2001 in the above-captioned national stage application lists Mr. Kennedy as John J. 
Kennedy. There is no record that a change in the name of the applicant/inventor 
pursuant to PCT Rule 92bis was made by the International Bureau. 

Therefore, the declaration filed in the above-captioned application on 08 
November 2001 is not in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .497(a)(3) because it does not 
properly identify each inventor. Consequently, item (4) of 37 CFR 1 .47(a) is also not 
satisfied. 

Applicants must address this discrepancy by providing either a new declaration 
listing the correct name for Mr. Kennedy, a petition under 37 CFR 1.181 if the 
international publication is incorrect, or a petition under 37 CFR 1.182 if Mr. Kennedy 
legally changed his name. See MPEP § 605.04(c). 



For the reason discussed above, applicants' renewed petition under 37 CFR 
1 .47(a) is DISMISSED without prejudice. 

If reconsideration on the merits of this petition is desired, a proper response 
must be filed within TWO (2) MONTHS from the mail date of this decision. Extensions 
of time may be obtained under 37 CFR 1 .1 36(a).

(54) Title: APPARATUS FOR DEPLOYING AN AIR BAG THROUGH A HARD PANEL 



(57) Abstract 

An apparatus for deploying an air bag through an 
automotive dash panel (12) includes an air bag door (16) 
integrally formed in the panel and defined by a door 
perimeter including a frangible edge (18) of reduced cross 
section. A dispenser (20) supports the air tag (24) behind 
the door. A metal reaction plate (28) is positioned between 
the air bag (24) and the door (16). When the air bag inflates, 
it forces the reaction plate (28) to bend around a horizontal 
hinge line (36). As the reaction, plate pivots it concentrates 
inflation force along a lower portion of the frangible door 
edge. This helps to predictably separate the door from 
the dash panel by tearing along the lower door edge and 
allowing the tear to propagate up two side edges. In one 
embodiment, the tear also propagates across an upper edge 
to completely separate the door from the panel. At least 
one. and preferably two or three tethers (SO) limit how 
far the door can travel during air bag inflation. A stop 
member may be included to limit reaction plate bending. 
After deployment, the reaction plate remains in a position 
that prevents the door fiom returning to its original posidon. 
A retaining structure may be included to preclude at least a 
portion of the air bag door from tearing free of the vehicle 
panel.
